The Boy Scouts of Fort Hays, Kan., 
hiked this past summer over the fa- 
mous Custer massacre battlefield... .

Hays the Boy Scouts hit the trail along 
the Saline river. Custer and his scouts 
had many encounters with the Indians 
along this old trail. The boys would 
focate the Indians and then the sol- 
diers from Fort Hays and Fort 
Fletcher would go and_ intercept 
their raids upon the settlers in the 
Saline River and Big Creek Valley. 
Among the things found by the Boy 


this interesting hike were army bul- 
lets of the 45.70 type and empty cart- 
ridges. Some alligator teeth were 
picked up.which marked a period be- 
fore the Indians came to live in these 
sheltering hills 

The surrounding country is a fer- 
tile prairie. Many buffalo ‘‘wollers” 
may still be seen; occasionally a horn 
is found.

BOY SCOUT LIFE SAVERS. 
Any one can give advice, but it is a 
wise boy who knows when to accept 
it. A ten-year-old living at New Alex 
andria, Pa., went in bathing with a 
Scout last July. The Scout told him 
to keep out of the deep Water. 

He didn’t. Just before his head 
went under he called for help, but 
those who heard him thought he was 
in sport. When his head came up 
again he gave another yell. This time 
Scout Everett Cyphert heard him and 
went to his assistance. 

The boy who was drowning secured 
such a firm hold on the neck of the 
Scout that the marks remained for 
some time. The Scout was obliged to 
strike him in order to loosen his 
hold.

He placed the 
water-soaked boy over an empty keg 
until he was thoroughly drained.

Scout Oscar Cooper Antrim of Am- 
ity, Ore., had just been bathing with 
a friend in the Yamhill River.

. Oscar coaxed his friend to go with 
him to see who was making the noise 
and what they were making it for. 
They saw a man come along in a 
car. He told them that his boy was 
drowning. 

They ran as hard as they could to 
the spot and the Scout saw the boy a 
little way under the water. Running 
down the bank he plunged in, swam 
about twenty-five feet and caught him. 
Then he swam back until he was 
near enough the shore for his friend 
to give assistance. 

Using his knowledge of first aid, 
the Scout succeeded in fifteen minutes 
in restoring the victim of the acci- 
dent to consciousness. 

Another instance of what common 
sense, courage and a knowledge of 
first aid can accomplish in an emer- 
geney. 

A bronze medal was awarded to 
Scout Antrim by the National Court 
of Honor.—Boys’ Life.

PROBE T0 BE ASKED 


Bandits Loot Chihuahua Stores 
and Load Two Trains With 
Booty to Take Into Hills 


Washington.—Representative Julius 
Kahn announced December 1 that he 
will introduce a _ resolution in the 
House this week calling for a Con- 
gressional investigation of the whole 
Mexican border situation. While ‘at 
El Paso, on his way to Washington, 
Kahn received information that the 
present embargo is ineffective and 
that arms and ammunition are being 
freely smuggled into Mexico, some 
of the ammunition being dum-dum 
“bullets which later might be used 
against United States troops. Both 
bandit chiefs and Carranza command- 
ers are receiving the supplies. 

A review of 14,000 National Guards- 
men was held at El Paso in Kahn’s 
hener. -He was told by many Na 
tional Guardsmen that they favored 
a universal milifary service law. 


Juarez, Mexico.—Villa bandits were 
reported to be loading two trains with 


loot from the stores and private resi- 
dences of Chihuahua City and pre- 


paring to follow these trains west 
on the Mexico Northwestern Railroad, 


according to a message received at 
the military headquarters here De- 


cember 1 from Genera] Ozuna’s scouts 
at Sauz. 

General Ozuna’s cavalry column 
was at Cuilty, the first station north 
of the state capital, the report said. 
The scouts obtained their information 
from refugees reaching Cuilty and 
Sauz from Chihuahua City. This news 
was taken at headquarters to indicate 
the intention of Villa to evacuate the 
city after looting it, as he did at Par- 
ral, Santa Rosalia and Jiminez. 

General Francisco Gonzales an- 
nounced December 1 he had received 
report that General Carlos Ozuna's 
cavalry had met a band of Villa 
troops south of Terrazas and had 
routed them, driving the bandits back 
into the \city of Chihuahua. General 
Gonzales said General Ozuna’s com- 
mand numbered approximately 3000 
men. 

General Gonzales said he was in- 
creasing the size of his forces in 
Juarez and would increase the number 
of troops in Villa Ahumada, eighty- 
three miles south of here, and along 
the Mexican Central Railroad and the 


overland trains near Guadalupe and 


Rancho Flores to prevent a surprise 
attack upon the border town by any 
bandit force. 

A Spanish subject who reached the 
border December 1 gave the first de- 
tails of the fighting along Zarco ave- 
nue, which was said to have been the 


fiercest of any in the zone of battle. 


With his family he lived on Zarco 
avenue, and said he saw the bandits 
as they charged and counter-charged 
the government positions there, finally 
capturing the Guadalupe church and 
the breastworks at Guadalupe bridge, 
near the Chihuahua. The bandits 
burned the parish house and then 
moved into the heart of the city, he 
said. 

In anticipation of bandit attacks, 

the Carranza government had a large 
amount of army supplies, food and 
forage shipped in wagons from Juarez 
across to the American side. The 
wagons were sealed by United States 
customs officers and placed under 
bond.

Discussion of the 
proper organization of the Boy Scout 
movement in San Francisco was the 
dominant theme. H. D. Cross, Na- 
tional Field Scout Commissioner of 
the organization, made the principal 
speech in which he set forth the aims 
of the Boy Scout movement and 
pointed out the results accomplished 
in other cities of the United States. 


Oakland.—Boy Scout Day was ob 
served in the east bay cities Thanks- 
giving, the observance being chiefly 
at the theaters, including all the 
movie houses, where.a part of the 
day’s receipts were given to aid the 
Boy Scout movement.

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News Received 
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RUSSIA MAKES LAST-MINUTE 
DRIVE ON MAOKENSEN 
AND VON FALKENHAYN 


London, December 1.—The Cologne 
“Gazetie’ publishes dn unconfirmed 
report that Russian troops have ar- 
rived at Bucharest. 

Amsterdam, December 1.—Bucha- 
rest is hemmed in on three sides, the 
vanguard of the invaders having 
reached Lake Greaca, to the southeast 
of the besieged city. This advance 
makes the escape of the Rumanian 
army difficult. 

Interest in the Rimanian campaign 
December 1 centered upon a gigantic 
lasi-minute attempt by Russia to save 
her Balkan ally from being “swal- 
lowed up” in the vortex of the mul- 
tiple Teuton whirlwind advances. 

Along the battle front of nearly 250 
miles from the much fought for Tar- 
tar pass, down to the northeastern 
tip of the Transylvania Alps, untold 
legions of Muscovites were hurled 
into unceasing onslaught. 

The objective was to smash a wide 
gap in the Teuton Carpathian front, 
rush southwestward through the 
passes with Maramaros-Sziget, an 


important Hungarian railway city, 
thence to overrun the Hungarian 
plain. 


The Austrian war office speaks of 
“great masses of men” being used by 
the Russians in their attacks ‘for 
the relief of the much harassed Ru- 
manians.” A_ wireless dispatch to 
Berlin December 1 reported endless 
Muscovite reinforcements arriving on 
the Carpathians front. 

Meanwhile, as if discounting this 
powerfu! onslaught and its bearing 
on the campaign in Rumania, the 
armies of General von Falkenhayn 
and Field Marshal von Mackensen 
continued smashing ahead, the for- 
mer from the north and west, the 
latter from the south toward Bucha- 
rest. 


PORTERVILLE MAN IS 
PRISONER OF TURKS 


Porterville—Hugh W. Dunlop, Por- 
terville orange grower, who enlisted 
with’ the British Royal Naval Re 
serves shortly after the outbreak of 
the war in Europe, is a prisoner of 
the Turks “somewhere in Syria,” ac- 


‘| cording to letters, weeks on the road, 


which have been received by friends 
here. 

Dunlop was reported to have been 
lost, together with all of the members 
of the crew:-of H. M. S. Zaida, which 
was torpedoed in the Mediterranean 
early in July. 

According to the letter, Dunlop and 
all his companions, with the excep- 
tion of two, were picked up after the 
boat was torpedoed and were later 
landed on the coast of Turkey. 


BUCHAREST WITHIN 

EASY RANGE OF 
TEKUTONS'’ HEAVY GUNS 
London.—The »- Rumanian situation 
sliows no signs of improvement. The 
Teutonic troops have crossed the 
lower Argesu river, and Bucharest is 
now within easy range of. their heavi- 
est artillery. Rumanian forres ad- 
vaneing across the Niaslov from the 
capital December 8 were outflanked 
and thrown back with heavy losses 

from the northwest. 
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OF DEATH ENDED IN 
ATHENS BY ARMISTICE 


Royal Palace, Athens, Friday, De- 
cember 1—Vice-Admiral du Four- 
net telephoned to Premier Lambros 
at 2 p. m., suggesting an armistice. 
Before word eould reach all the 
Greek detachments posted on the 
hills fighting broke out again. A 
French effort to storm the wireless 
station on Observatory Hill, south- 
west of the city, was repulsed at 
the point of the bayonet. An ar- 
mistice finally was effected and at 
8 o’clock entente diplomats met 
with the Greek Cabinet. The pre- 
mier came to the palace at 3:30 
p. m. to seek final instructions 
from the King before conferring 
with Vice-Admiral du Fournet. 
While the Premier was in the pal- 
ace, fighting began again. 

The French force in the Zappeion 
consisting of 2000 marines under 
personal charge of the Vice-Admiral, 
fired on two passing Greek offi- 
cers. The Greeks called their ar- 
tillery into use. The King, who 
was watching the fight from the 
garden, immediately ordered that 
the firing cease. The Greek Col- 
onels Dimitriopoulos and Delayanni 
were killed. 

At 6 o’clock the fleet began firing 
on the hills just back of the palace. 

The Crown Prince and the other 
princes are with their regiments. 

Barricading themselves in the of- 
fices of the Venizelos newspaper 
Hestia, a detachment of Venizelos 
troops kept up a fusillade of shots 
this evening against the Government 
forces. Two marines were killed 
from the windows of the palace and 
a servant in the palace was shot by 
the police. 

Following an exchange of shots 
between soldiers in the annex of 
the British legation and a force of 
Greeks in the square in front of 
the legation building, King Con- 
stantine sent a regiment of sailors to 
guard the British Minister’s house. 
One of the British police agents in 
the legation annex was arrested by 
a Greek. Thirty Franco-Italian pris- 


oners were brought into Athens from 
Rouen, where fighting temporarily 
had ceased. 

The number of killed and wound- 
ed so far is unknown,. but the 
casualties on both sides, it is 
believed, will be proportionately 
heavy, owing to the open nature of 
the fighting, the Franco-Italians fir- 
ing from the houses and the Greeks 
shooting from their barracks. 

In several parts of the _ city 
Greeks were fired upon from houses. 
All the shutters on the buildings 
were ordered closed. 

Chief of Police Zymbrakakis, a 
Venizelo adherent, has been removed 
and the police force has been or- 
dered cleared ‘of all sympathizers 
with the Venizelos movement. 


GERMAN DIVER FINDS 
‘A DAMAGED AIRPLANE 


Berlin—A German submarine _re- 
cently encountered a British dam- 
aged airplane floating on the sea off 
the mouth of the Thames, says the 
Overseas News Agency. The two off- 


cers’ who were in the air plane were 
made prisoners and the airplane was 
destroyed by the submarine crew. 


IACK LONDON WILLS 
FORTUNE 10 WIFE 


Sister of Famous Novelist Is 
Named Manager and Agent 
of Estate at Fixed Salary 


The will of the late Jack London, 
drawn May 24, 1911, leaving his en- 
tire estate, with the exception of a 
few minor bequests, to his widow, 
Mrs. Charmian K. London, was filed 


for probate in Santa Rosa December 
1, with petition for letters of admin- 
istration by his sister, Eliza Shepard, 
and Willard L. Growell, who are 
named as executors in the instru- 
ment, The authors mother, Mrs. 
Flora London, is given $45 a month 
and is to be provided with suitable 
housing during her lifetime. 

The two daughters, Joan and Bess 
London, are left the life insurance 
and $25 each a month as long as they 
remain single. 

Bessie M. London, the divorced 
wife of the writer, is provided for by 
the will in the following paragraph: 
“I beaqueath the sum of $5. During 
her single lifetime she is to have the 
use and occupancy of the house, 619 
Thirty-first street, Oakland, but she 
must pay all taxes, repairs, etc., on 
same. The instant she marries all 
use and occupancy of said house must 
automatically cease.” 

In addition, the will provided: 

“That any additional help they may 
obtain shall not be from my estate, 
but from my present wife, Charmian 
K. London. To her they must be be- 
holden for anything additional. 
Whatever additional may be given 
them shall be a benefaction and kind- 
ness from Charmian K. London and 
shall arise out of Charmian K. Lon- 
don’s goodness and desire.” 

Should Charmjan K. London marry, 
all of the estate remains hers with 
the exception of other bequests and 
the sum of $5000, which she must 
pay into the insurance fund for the 
daughters. 

London provided for his old 
“Mammy,” Jennie Prentiss, with a 
bequest of $15 per month, housing 
and extraordinary expense within rea- 
son at her demise, 

London, who has always shown his 
love and esteem for his sister in re 
turn for what she did for him as a 
boy leaves her $2500 cash and 335 
per month, not as a legacy or annuity, 
but to be earned under the following 
clause of the will: 

“Having proved to my satisfaction 
in the past that she is peculiarly 
fitted fur the post, I appoint her 
Manager and agent of the estate, in 
consultation of or with other execu- 
tors, according to the judgment of 
the executors und according to any 
increase in the responsibilities and 
earning powers of the estate, her 
monthly salary shall be increased ac- 
cordingly.” 

The motive which prompted Lon- 
don in placing the entire estate in 
the hands of his wife is given at the 
close of the will, where he says: 
“Charmian K. London, by her per- 
sonal fortune, and, far more, by her 
personal aid to me in my literary 


work, and still vastly more, by the 


love and comfort and joy and happi- 
ness she has given me, is the only 


person in this world who has any 
claim or merit earned upon my es- 
tate. This merit and claim she has 
absolutely earned, and I hereby ear- 
nestly, sincerely and gratefully ac- 
cord it.” 

The will ends with the words: 
“Again repeating that I am of sound 
mind, I put my signature to this 
document, my last will and _ teata- 
ment.” 


WATER PERMIT GRANTED 
AT LOS BANOS REVOKED 


Sacramento.—The State Board of 
Health has revoked a temporary per- 
mit granted to the West San Joaquin 
Water Company several months ago 
to supply water to the town of Los 
Banos, Merced county.

Government 


Railway Control 


+—— 


Washington, Nev. | ;—A new policy 
pf gvuvernmept raitroad regulation, 
based on constructive principtes of 


punishment, was urged by Alfred P. 
Thom, counsel for the Railway Execu- 
tives’ Advisery Committee, the first 
witness on behalf of the railroads be- 
fore the Newlands Joint Committee on 
Interstate Commerce, which has instl- 
tuted a general inquiry into the prob- 
lems of railroad regulation. 

“It is proposed by the joint resolu- 
tion of Congress,” said Mr. Thom, “to 
go into ge comprehensive study of the 
whole subject of transportation, to 
make anew nrssessment, after 29 years 
of experiment, of its history, its pres- 
ent conditions and its future needs. 
The railroads accept the view that reg- 
ulation is a permanent and enduring 
part of government in America and 


the public. | That duty js to afford 
reusonible facilities on reasonable 
terms and at reasonable rates. and this 
must be done before any private inter- 
ests can be considered.” | 
Certainty, Safety and Sufficiency. 
Mr. ‘Thom contended that the real In- | 
terest of the public is in being assured 
of certainty, safety and sufficiency of | 


; transportation facilities, rather than in 
| rates. 


The first consideration of the 
public is to obtain transportation facill- 
tles. What the cost ts, 1s In reality a 
second cousideration, he said. 

Mr. Thom proposed an increase of 
transportation facilities as a method 
of securing rellef from the high cost 
of living. ‘There have been less than 
1,000 miles of new railroad construct- 
ed in the United States during the past 
year,” he said, “less thaa in any year 
since 1848, except the period of the 
Civil War, and yet the cost of living ts 
daily advancing owing to a shortage of 
supplies which might be remedied by 
securing access to new areas of pro- 
duction. 

Credit Must Be Improved. 

“This leads to the consideration as to 
whether railroad credit is as good as , 
the public interest requires. It is im- 
possible for railroads to earn enough | 
to supply the necessary new facilities | 
from current revenue. They must be | 
provided from credit. Investors can- | 
not be coerced, but must be attracted.” | 

Among the conditions affecting rail- ' 
road credit which deter investors he 
f mentioned the following:

“Eifth, Vhe investor must accept a 
subordinate obligation or security with | 
no assurance of a surplus of earnings 
to support it. 

“Sixth, Other competitive tines of in. 
vestmenf present superior attractions. 

“Serenth, The railroad business js . 
largely controlled) by political instead | 
of business considerations. 

Look Forward, Not Back.

FLY EXTERMINATION. | 


Chicago School of Sanitary Instruction 
oe: Somo Suggestions. 

A recent fue of the buletin of the 
Chicage school vf aeultary fustructlon 
makes some interesting comments on 
fly extermination, from which the fol 
lowing suggestions are taken: 

Dead flies are dangerous and should 
not be handled bs children. In some 
towns and cities the authorities are , 
paying the children a stipulated price 
per hundred for fifes killed. <A safer 
plan would be to pay by the pint or 
quart. This would involve less han- 
dling of these dead Insects, which have | 
germs on their feet and bodies. Dead 
files may be just as dangerous as tive 
ones. 

Another phase of fly extermination 
work that deserves attention is the use 
| of poisonous substances for destroying 
_tbese household pests. Not only the

should always be used with extreme
